$50 Reward Offered For Each

Civilians Enlisted in Systematic Hunt

Washington, Kept. 27.— The war de­ 
partment has authorized rewards of 
$5*1 to be paid civilians for tho de­ 
livery of any person liable for mili­ 
tary service to the nearest military 
reservation or cantonment. 
This is 
the first step toward the apprehension 
of national army evaders 


Results Expected. 


The 
reward 
will 
b© paid to any 
person not In the military service of 
the United States, including all local, 
county and state authorities. 
The war 
department expects to see Immediate 
jv-aults from the offer, alme hundreds 
of men selected for service have not 
answered the call. 
This is the first move la a campaign 
that is intended to become nationwide 
in 
the search 
for the "pink sheet 
men," as the national army evaders 
are called. 
They are termed 
‘pink 
sheet men" for the reason that when 
they fail to appear their names are 
placed on a pink sneet and certified 
for service, thus becoming members of 
the national army.
